1&7 The letter which we publish in to- 
day's paper from Colorado county, asks some 
very pertinent questions, which we regret 
we are unable to anewer satisfactorily, The 
facts set forth admit of no quostion whatever, 
but the reasons therefor are beyond our 
reach. The Houston Telegraph, whichis in 
the confidence of the military authorities, 
professes to have discovered the 1eal source 
of all those evils complained of, and vaunt- 
ingly says: “Our article has produced the 
following expose,” &c. After venting con- 
siderable abuse upon Government agents, it 
winds up, with an apparently satisfied ar, 


that ıt hag discovered a clue to all this 
swindling that has been going on, while 
those nefarious cotton orders were issued, 
which it so manfully upheld and sustained, 
and the public are giyen to understand steps 
have been taken to biing the guilty parties to 
justice, as a flaming order has been issued 
fiom head-quarters calling for information on 
the subject. This may satisfy the Telegraph 
and some of its readers, but the public gen- 
erally are not so easily gulled. What has 
become of all the cotton, if only 73 bales 
have arrived at the Rio Grande ? 13 the ques- 
tion, The public ask this, and they have a 
iight to know it. What has become of all 
the cotton that has been met on wagons 
going to Brownsville, for months past, mark 
ed C S diamond H, and where have the 
yankees been getting their supplies of cotton 
from? , Is it not manifestly the duty of the 
Commanding General to appoint a committee 
of investigation to proceed at once to Browns- 
ville and Matamoios, and there sift the mat- 
ter to the bottom? Nobody entertains any 
doubt that the cotton reached the Rio Grande, 
but what became of it there? The Browns- 
vile Mag of the 24th, which we received 
yesterday, says: “Gen, Bee, under orders 
from Gen. Smth, proposed to the holders of 
cotton at this point either to buy, borrow, or 
impress their cotton. The holders met, con- 
sulted and decided to decline selling or lend- 
ing, thus forcing the government to the ne- 
cessity of impressment. General Bee do- 
clares his intention to obey the order direct- 
ing him to impress cotton.” 

t was ascertained in the month of June 
that the cotton crop on hand in this State 
was 300,000 bales, and the incoming crop 
would reach about 300,000 bales more, while 
all the exports of cotton by the Gulf and Rio 
Grande had not exceeded annually 60,000 
bales since the wat commenced. How then 
can there be a military necessity for pressing 
cotton, when there is more for sale in our 
State than the Confoderate States can export 
at tho present rate in twelve years, with the 
control of all the public and private wagons 
that can be pressed into the service? 

‘Wlule we are 1eady and willnp to sustain 
the government in evory legitimate means it 
may adopt for the prosecution of tho war, 
we are compelled to protest against theso 
high-handed measures, for which there 1s 
not even tho hackneyed plea of “military 
necessity.” ‘We understand that most of the 
cotton now on the Rio Grande holongs to 
speculators, who canno} realize first cost and 
freight on it, and many of the consignees ro- 
fuso to racaive and pay freight on their cot- 
ton, preferring to let the government have it 


ee tern sit rc nearer 
‘and pay the charges; hence this very meas 
ure may-be again a benefit to speculators 
and government agents, while it will rob the 
planter of the only moans he has to supply 
his family with the nocegsatios of lifo, as wo 
aro cooly old by the Telegraph there can be 
no distinction made between the poor and 
the rich man’s cotton, any more than thore 
can he between the poor man’s well and iho 
rich man’s cistern when a building 1s on fito, 
The comparison, certainly, is most striking, 
and very fainly illustrates what a “military 
necessity” means.

DEAR Bir '—in your late Gazetto, I read with 
much interest and plousuro, your very sensible

Our editors generally, have become such perfect 
Nok apitties and tond-ontera to the military powers, 
that they are afraid to touch upon any publio 
malfeasance, lost they might unoonsolonaly oftend 
these great Déeittes—oud the publio are nat only 
kept ignorant on tlosa points, but are purposoly 
blindfolded, as a Afelitary Necessity, 

Now Mr, Editor, I am a plun conutryman 
and very little out in the public, and only now an 
then beer a falk or two, without hesring any 
explanations given to them; you would therefore 
confer a partioular favor, on myseifand the public 
generally, if you would now aud then explain the 
truo cause of these public talks, and putus right 
if we are wrong.

‘The cotton a) comalora or po dalled Qoy ern- 
mont agents, or copartnershipe, however, by these 
means, pet all hott giton hauled to Browneville, 
for abont $36 n bale, Confedernte money, while 
the honest merchants and traders, who have 
Jaborod industriously, Lo got a fow balos to send to 
Markot, to purclmeo necousmilos, to supply tha 
wants of thë community, have to pay ot tha raton

Government cotton sifely landed at Brownsville, 
found only seventy-three bales, and. Gesparing of 
ever golfing any mors, they-ooncluded to full upon 
private property, and asa “Military Necessity” of 
course,) to impress all the © itton tint ow merehante 
ang oltizona had with great trouble and expense got 
conveyed to Brownsville, to purchase and bring us 
back our nocessary gu piles,

The greater portion of tha Government cotton 
was bought at 7 to 10 cents per lb, the military 
piiee for hauling to Brownsyie fa 7 esnts pei 1b., 
Inthing the price dolivered thera, from 14 to 17 cents 
per Ib,, in Gontedarate money, Now the cotton they 
are impressing, cost here 50 conte per Ib. tho 
catringe has cost the purties from 75 ta 90 cents por 
Ib, making tho cost nt Biownsville 190to 140 conta 
pai 1b,, thna making Qovanment pay ten times 
he price that lia own cotton would have cost to 
have had it delivered thae. Besides, if they had 
had it all thera only two months pust, it would have 
netted 35 cents per Ib. in Fuld or 210 m Confederate 
monsy—which would bavo been much bettar 
than allowing it all to rotat the plantations, and now 
to have to go riding ov the top of their military 
authority and impress the cottun of the merchants 
and private citizens upon which they ware depend.

Erontier Correspondence. 
Oame Benenap, July 27th, 1803, 

Ih. Ldtior,—On the afternoon of the 25th, four 
mon from this camp, while hunting atray mulon, 
nbout twa miles distant, came norosa two Indinna, 
well mounted nnd driving four head of horses, 
stolen that morning and tho evening previous, 
from oitizens residing heroabouts, ‘he boys 
immedintoly gavo chase, and after pursuing them 
two miles, one ot the hoya who had omptiod his 
revolver at them, and another, who was riding p 
mulo, returned to camp to give thanlarm, whilo 
the other two followed on, Afta chasing thom 
about threo miles further and finding that the 
Indiana could outrun thom, those lugt two, ro- 
luctantly, gave. np the race. In tho meantime, 
the runners had got into camps, where fortunately 
a party was already saddled np, ready to starton 
a scout, when they all immediately rolled aut, 
with allothora that could get ofl and after a 
aplrited run of 16 milos (the rangers having divided 
Into seperate partica) they oyertgok and killed the 
Andians—sevoral of tho boya nurowly cacaping 
thoir arrows The whole afim was a luoky 
accident, ut the beat, for had the Indians loft thoir 
horses aftor the Arat chuce, they could easily have 
esoapod, and the finding thar the segond time 
was a more aireak of luok ngalnat theni. * 

Tho weather was unusually warm, nad two of tho 
savages’ horses have sinco died from the eficets of 
the change, whilo others mo materially injured, 

The Indians spoho and understood English; wero 
well dressed (one wearing a Foderal infantry: 
eorgeant’s jachet) and decked in all the finery, 
They were oyidently of the atlstocitacy “of the 
nation,
